RES (L. 742) INVITING PLO TO PARTICIPATE AS OBSERVER IN 
WORK OF GA AND ALL INTERNATIONAL CONFERENCES CONVENED UNDER 
GA AUSPICES AND CONSIDERED THAT PLO IS ENTITLED TO PARTICIPATE 
AS OBSERVER IN SESSIONS AND WORK OF ALL INTERNATIONAL 
CONFERENCES CONVENED UNDER AUSPICES OF OTHER UN ORGANS. 
ELEVEN DELS EXPLAINED THEIR VOTES BEFORE VOTES, AND 21 
FOLLOWING VOTES. CONCLUDING SPEAKER, PLO REP AL-KADDUMI 
EXPRESSED APPRECIATION IN NAME OF "MILITANT" PALESTINIAN 
PEOPLE, AND, CALLING DIPLOMATIC ACTIVITY COMPLEMENT TO 
"ACTS ON BATTLEFIELD," SAID PLO WOULD ALWAYS DEFEND ITS 
CAUSE AND HAVE "NO RECONCILIATION WITH ZIONIST TERRORISM 
AND USURPATION." 

ARGENTINE REP SAID HIS AFFIRMATIVE VOTE ON OMNIBUS RES 

WAS BECAUSE IT CONSTITUTED DUE REPARATION BY UN TO PALESTINIAN 

PEOPE, BUT VOTE WAS NOT INTENDED TO PLACE RIGHT OF 

EXISTENCE OF ISRAEL IN DOUBT. HE HAD NOT RECEIVED INSTRUCTIONS 

ON PLO OBSERVER RES AND WOULD NOT PARTICIPATE IN VOTE. 

RAMPHUL (MAURITIUS) HAD NOT HAD TIME TO RECEIVE 
INSTRUCTIONS AND HE WOULD ASSUME PERSONAL RESPONSIBILITY 
FOR VOTE "SUBJECT TO RATIFICATION" BY HIS GOVT. ON UNDER- 
STANDING NO ONE INTENDED TO ERASE ISRAEL HE WOULD VOTE 
FOR OMNIBUS RES. PLO OBSERVER DRAFT MIGHT HAVE IMPLICATIONS 
THAT MIGHT CHANGE CHARACTER OF UN, HE COMMENTED. 

MRS. BROOKS-RANDOLPH (LIBERIA) HAD SOME MISGIVINGS ABOUT 
OMNIBUS RES BUT INTERPRETED IT TO MEAN PRINCIPLES IN SC 
RESES 242 AND 338 STILL STOOD AND LAID GROUNDWORK FOR 
SELF-DETERMINATION BY PALESTINIANS WITH VIEW TO BOTH ISRAEL 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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AND A PALESTINIAN STATE EXISTING WITHIN SECURE AND RECOGNIZED 
BOUNDARIES. NORWAY VOTED AGAINST OMNIBUS RES BECAUSE IT 
OMITTED IMPORTANT ELEMENT OF SC RES 242, 1.E., RIGHTS OF 
ALL STATES IN ME TO LIVE IN PEACE WITHIN SECURE AND 
RECOGNIZED BOUNDARIES. 

RICHARD (UK), SPEAKING OF PLO OBSERVER RES, STATED PLO 
WAS NOT GOVT OF STATE AND "DOES NOT PURPORT TO BE ONE," 

YET UNDER RES IT WAS BEING TREATED LIKE MEMBER STATE EXCEPT 
FOR RIGHT TO VOTE - THIS SITUATION SEEMED "TO BRING INTO 
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QUESTION NATURE OF UN." NETHERLANDS REP SAID DRAFT L. 741 
DID NOT TAKE INTO ACCOUNT EXISTENCE AND RIGHTS OF STATE OF 
ISRAEL. REP OF TRINIDAD AND TOBAGO BELIEVED GA SHOULD MAKE 
CLEAR THAT ALL STATES IN AREA, INCLUDING ISRAEL AND 
PLAESTINIAN STATE TO BE SET UP, SHOULD LIVE IN PEACE, 

MUTUAL RESPECT FOR THEIR SOVEREIGNTY, TERRITORIAL INTEGRITY 
AND NATIONAL INDEPENDENCE. 

WALDRON-RAMSEY (BARBADOS) STATED BOTH ISRAEL AND PALESTINE 
SHOULD BE ALLOWED TO EXIST SIDE BY SIDE. HE KNEW THAT PALESTINIAN 
PEOPLE EXISTED, BUT ASKED WHERE WAS PALESTINE. HE NOTED 
DRAFT DEALT WITH RETURN OF PALESTINIANS, BUT HE ASKED, 

"RETURN WHERE?" BAROODY (SAUDI ARABIA) INTERVENED TO SAY 
THAT REP OF BARBADOS SHOULD NOT BE ALLOWED TO SAY THERE 
WAS NO SUCH THING AS PALESTINIAN PEOPLE OR LAND, BECAUSE 
THERE WAS JURIDICAL ENTITY CREATED BY LEAGUE OF NATIONS 
AND UNJUSTLY PLACED UNDER BRITISH MANDATE. TEOAH (ISRAEL) 

TOOK FLOOR TO AGREE WITH BAROODY, STATING THAT AREA WAS 
TODAY "APLESTINE ARAB STATE OF JORDAN AND JEWISH STATE OF 
ISRAEL." SAHARAF (JORDAN) STATED PALESTINE WAS "WHAT 
HAS BEEN REPLACED BY ISRAEL AND ITS EXTENSION INTO OCCUPIED 
AREAS,” EXCEPT FOR GOLAN HEIGHTS AND SINAI. GA THEN VOTED 
ON TWO RESOLUTIONS. 

ABSTENTIONS ON OMNIBUS RES WERE: AUSTRALIA, AUSTRIA, 

BHAMAS, BARBADOS, BELGIUM, CANADA, COLOMBIA, DENMARK, 

ECUADOR, EL SALVADOR, FIJI, FINLAND, FRANCE, FRG, GREECE, 

GRENADA, GUATEMALA, HAITI, HONDURAS, IRELAND, ITALY, JAPAN, 

LAOS, LUXEMBOURG, MALAWI, MEXICO, NEPAL, NETHERLANDS, NEW 
ZEALAND, PANAMA, PARAGUAY, SINGAPORE, SWAZILAND, SWEDEN, 

UK, URUGUAY, VENEZUELA. BRAZIL DID NOT PARTICIPATE IN VOTE, 

UNCLASSIFIED 
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BECAUSE IT HAD NOT HAD TIME TO RECEIVE INSTRUCTIONS, AND 
DOMINICAN REPUBLIC AND MALDIVES WERE ABSENT. 

NEGATIVE VOTES ON PLO OBSERVER RES WERE; BLEGIUM, BOLIVIA, 

CANADA, CHILE, COSTA RICA, DENMARK, FRG, ICELAND, IRELAND, 

ISRAEL, ITALY, LUXEMBOURT, NETHERLANDS, NICARAGUA, NORWAY, 

UK, US. THOSE ABSTAINING WERE: AUSTRALIA, AUSTRIA, BAHAMAS, 
COLOMBIA, FRANCE, GREECE, HAITI, HONDURAS, JAMAICA, JAPAN, 

LAOS, MALAWI, NEW ZEALAND, PANAMA, PARAGUAY, SWAZILAND, 

SWEDEN, THAILAND, URUGUAY. EARLIER ARGENTINE REP ANNOUNCED 
HIS DEL WOULD NOT PARTICIPATE IN VOTE ON THIS DRAFT, 

AND THOSE ABSENT WERE DOMINICAN REPUBLIC, ECUADOR, EL 
SALVADOR, GUATEMALA, MALDIVES. 

ISRAEL REP TEKOAH, FOLLOWING VOTE, DECLARED THAT GA DEBATE 
HAD BECOME "A MONOTONOUS MONOLOGUE OF FALSEHOOD AND DISTORTION, 
OF HOSTILITY AND FANATICISM, INTERRUPTED ONLY ON RARE 
OCCASIONS BY A VOICE OF REASON." NEITHER OBJECTIVES NOR 
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METHODES OF PLO COULD BE CLASSIFIED AS LIBERATION MOVEMENT; 
IT "CONCENTRATED ENTIRELY ON MURDER FOR MURDER'S SAKE," 

AND WAS HEIR OF NAZIS "IN METHOD AND IN OBJECTIVE." 

THE JEWISH PEOPLE WILL NOT BE SWALLOWED UP BY PLO BARBARITY, 
TEKOAH CONTINUED. BY TRAMPLING TO DUST ITS OWN CHARTER, 

UN HAD PLUNGED INTO AN ABYSS FROM WHICH THERE IS NO EXIT. 
"JUST AS DEMISE OF LEAGUE OF NATIONS BEGAN WHEN IT BOWED 
TO FORCE AND AGGRESSION, SO SUN APPEARS TO HAVE SET ON 
UN." HE DECLARED THAT ISRAEL "WILL TREAT RESES FOR WHAT THEY 
ARE AND DESERVE TO BE - UTTERLY CONTEMPTIBLE AND DEVOID 
OF LEGAL AND MORAL WORTH." ISRAEL WILL NOT BE DETERRED 
FROM ITS COURSE, AND IT LOOKS TO THE FUTURE WITH CONFIDENCE 
STRENGTHENED BY ITS PAST AND INSPIRED BY THE IDEALS IT HAS 
ALWAYS CHERISHED, TEKOAH CONCLUDED. 
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DENMARK COULD NOT SUPPORT RES L.741 BECAUSE IT DID NOT MENTION SC 
RES 242 AND DID NOT REPRESENT THE EQUITY WORKED OUT BY SC. GHANA 
BELIEVED RESTORATION OF RIGHTS OF PALESTINIAN ARABS SHOULD BE WITH- 
OUT PREJUDICE TO RIGHTS OF ANY STATE OR GROUP OF STATES IN AREA. 

FINLAND ABSTAINED ON OMNIBUS RES BECAUSE IT DID NOT REFER TO 
RIGHTS OF ALL STATES IN REGION, INCLUDING ISRAEL, TO LIVE IN PEACE 
AND SECURITY WITHOUT THREAT OF FORCE AND COULD BE INTERPRETED AS 
PERMITTING USE OF FORCE. AUSTRIA UNDERSTOOD PLO TO BE INVOLVED 
WITH UN EFFORT TO PROMOTE AGREEMENT BY PEACEFUL MEANS. AUSTRALIA 
COULD NOT SUPPORT OMNIBUS RES PRINCIPALLY BECAUSE OF WHAT IT DID 
NOT SAY AND COULD NOT SUPPORT OBSERVER RES BECAUSE IT GAVE PLO 
PRIVILEGES WHICH WERE NOT EXTENDED TO FULLY INDEPENDENT STATES 
NOT UN MEMBERS WHICH HAD LONG HELD OBSERVER STATUS. JAPAN THOUGHT 
ANY RES SHOULD ENDORSE SC RES 242. 

BOLIVIAN REP SAID HIS DEL VOTED AGAINST BOTH RESES BECAUSE THEY 
DID NOT ADHERE TO CHARTER PRINCIPLES AND INDICATED UN IS I .RAVING 
PATH OF FRUITFUL NEGOTIATION AND PROCEEDING TOWARD CONFRONTATION. 

SC RESES 242 AND 338 WERE SOUNDEST BASES FOR PEACE, HE CONTINUED, 

AND THERE MUST BE JUSTICE FOR PALESTINIANS AND RECOGNITION OF 
ISRAEL'S RIGHT TO LIVE WITHIN SECURE AND RECOGNIZED BOUNDARIES. 

NEPALESE REP SAID HIS DEL HAD ABSTAINED ON OMNIBUS RES, WHICH IT 
CONSIDERED ONE-SIDED TEXT WHICH DID NOT TAKE ACCOUNT OF RIGHTS OF 
ALL PARTIES, AND WHICH MADE NO REFERENCE TO SC RES 242. NEPAL CON- 
SIDERS RES 242 AND OTHER RELEVANT RESES ONLY FRAMEWORK FOR 
RESOLVING PALESTINE PROBLEM AND THINKS THAT EVERY STATE INCLUDING 
ISRAEL HAS RIGHT TO LIVE IN SECURITY: "AN INJUSTICE DOES NOT HAVE 
TO BE REDRESSED BY ANOTHER INJUSTICE." 

ECUADOR REP SAID HIS DEL ABSTAINED ON OMNIBUS RES BECAUSE IT MADE 
NO REFERENCE TO RIGHTS OF ISRAEL, WHOSE EXISTENCE MUST BE TAKEN 
INTO ACCOUNT IN ESTABLISHING JUST PEACE. HE SAID ISRAEL SHOULD 
WITHDRAW FROM OCCUPIED TERRITORIES; ECUADOR SUPPORTS RIGHT OF 
PALESTINIAN PEOPLE TO SOVEREIGNTY, SELF-DETERMINATION AND 
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INDEPENDENCE. 

GIAMBRUNO (URUGUAY) SAID HIS DEL ABSTAINED ON BOTH RESES BECAUSE 
OMNIBUS RES IGNORED RIGHTS OF STATES IN REGION INCLUDING ISRAEL AND 
SC RES 242, WHICH GIAMBRUNO CALLED OF INESTIMABLE LEGAL VALUE, 

AND OBSERVER RES WAS OF DOUBTFUL LEGALITY. GIAMBRUNO SAID 

UNCLASSIFIED 

UNCLASSIFIED 
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SITUATION IN MIDDLE EAST COULD NOT BE SOLVED WITHOUT RECOGNITION OF 
PALESTINIANS' RIGHTS. 

LONGERSTAEY (BELGIUM) SAID HIS DEL ABSTAINED ON OMNIBUS RES 
BECAUSE, WHILE DEBATE CONTRIBUTED TO RECOGNITION OF LEGITIMATE 
PALESTINIAN RIGHTS, RES SHOULD HAVE TAKEN ACCOUNT OF TERRITORIAL 
INTEGRITY OF ALL STATES IN REGION, INCLUDING ISRAEL, IN ACCORD 
WITH PERTINENT UN RESES. BELGIUM VOTED AGAINST OBSERVER RES BECAUSE 
OBSERVER STATUS WAS RESERVED FOR MEMBER STATES AND REGIONAL 
ORGANIZATIONS; ADOPTION OF THIS RES WAS QUESTIONABLE INNOVATION. 

PHILIPPINE REP EXPLAINED POSITIVE VOTES IN TERMS OF HIS DEL'S 
TRADITION OF UPHOLDING RIGHT OF SELF-DETERMINATION, SAYING 
THERE APPEARED TO BE CONSENSUS THAT JUST AND LASTING PEACE IN ME 
MUST TAKE INTO ACCOUNT PALESTINIAN RIGHTS, INCLUDING SELF-DETER- 
MINATION. PHILIPPINE DEL’S ONLY OBJECTION TO OMNIBUS RES WAS FAILURE 
TO REFER TO SC RESES 242 AND 338, BUT HE CONSIDERED THAT "IMPLICIT" 

IN PROVISIONS REFERRING TO OBSERVANCE OF PURPOSES AND PRINCIPLES OF 
CHARTER, INCLUDING SOVEREIGN EQUALITY OF MEMBER STATES, DUTY TO 
SETTLE INTERNATIONAL DISPUTES PEACEFULLY, AND BAN ON USE OF 
FORCE AGAINST TERRITORIAL INTEGRITY OR POLITICAL INDEPENDENCE OF 
ANY STATE. 

ARVESEN (NORWAY) SAID HIS DEL VOTED AGAINST OBSERVER RES BECAUSE 
IT AMOUNTED TO GRANTING PERMANENT OBSERVER STATUS, PREVIOUSLY 
RESERVED FOR SOVEREIGN STATES, TO PLO. THAI REP SAID HIS DEL 
EXPLAINED AFFIRMATIVE VOTE ON OMNIBUS RES BEFORE VOTE, AND HAD 
ABSTAINED ON OBSERVER RES BECAUSE IT WOULD GIVE PLO BLANKET 
INVITATION TO PARTICIPATE IN ALL CONFERENCES HELD UNDER UN AUSPICES. 

ROSSIDES (CYPRUS) EXPLAINED POSITIVE VOTES, SAYING RESES CONTAIN 
NOTHING INCONSISTENT WITH SC RES 242 AND PRINCIPLES OF CHARTER, 

AND RESES DO NOT DISREGARD IMMUTABLE REALITY OF EXISTENCE OF 
ISRAEL. ROSSIDES ADDED THAT PLO SPOKESMAN HAD TOLD HIM PLO DOES NOT 
PLAN TO INTERFER WITH EXISTENCE OF STATE OF ISRAEL. PLAJA (ITALY) 

SAID PLO PARTICIPATION IN DEBATE HAD HIS DEL S SUPPORT BUT OBSERVER 
STATUS REQUIRED FURTHER STUDY AS SUCH STATUS HAD ALWAYS BEEN 
RESERVED FOR STATES AND GROUPS OF STATES. 

PLO REP AL-KADDUMI EXPRESSED APPRECIATION FOR SUPPORT IN NAME OF 
"MILITANT" PALESTINIAN PEOPLE, WHO NOW LOOK FORWARD WITH CON- 
UNCLASSIFIED 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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FIDENCE TO LIFE OF SECURITY, LIBERTY AND PEACE. SAYING HIS PEOPLE 
HAD RESISTED ISRAELI OPPORESSION AND WERE PROUD OF FINDING IN GA 
"FRIENDS" WHO COUNTERACTED "EVILS DONE TO US BY OTHERS," AL- 
KADDUMI SAID ISOLATION OF ISRAEL IN GA REFLECTED INT'L ISOLATION 
AND MAJORITY NOW RECOGNIZED "NEW REALITIES IN WORLD" AND "OUR DREAM 
OF COEXISTENCE IN DEMOCRATIC SOCIETY." "WE ARE FOR PEACE BUT NOT 
SURRENDER," AL-KADDUMI SAID, ADDING THAT PALESTINIANS REJECT 
"DEATH AND DESTRUCTION" OFFERED BY ISRAEL "WITH THE ASSISTANCE AND 
ENCOURAGEMENT OF THE US" AND WOULD HOLD ON TO THEIR RIFLES. HE

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SPECIAL POLITICAL COMITE - UN TRUST FUND FOR SA 

SPC ADOPTED WITHOUT VOTE NOV 22 29-POWER DRAFT RES L.304 
EXPRESSING APPRECIATION TO GOVTS, ORGANIZATIONS AND INDIVI-

WAS ADOPTED 1 14-0-2(CUBA, FRANCE), WITH CHINA NOT PARTICIPATING. 
BEFORE VOTE, ROSHCHIN (USSR) STATED SOVDEL WOULD VOTE FOR 
RES BUT THAT DID NOT MEAN IT CHANGED ITS VIEWS ON LA NFZ 
TREATY. AFTER VOTE, FRENCH REP SAID "COMPREHENSIVE STUDY" 

WOULD BE INTERESTING BUT HIS DEL ABSTAINED BECAUSE OF ESSENTIAL 
ROLE PLACED ON CCD. OTHERS EXPLAINING VOTES WERE YUGOSLA- 
VIA, MEXICO, PAKISTAN, CUBA (WOULD NOT HAVE OPPOSED CONSENSUS), 
AND US (GROUP OF EXPERTS SHOULD BE AS SMALL AS POSSIBLE). 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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SYRIAN REP INTRODUCED DRAFT RES (L.698/REV.1) ON NAPALM 
AND OTHER INCENDIARIES WEAPONS WHICH WOULD NOT ONLY CONDEMN 
THEIR USE IN ARMED CONFLICTS BUT INTER ALIA INVITE ALL 
GOVTS, ICRC, SPECIALIZED AGENCIES AND OTHER INTERNATIONAL
